was completed. At the expiration of this period I en- 
tered the jar arwy, served the full term of five 
years, during which i shared largely, not only in the 
jorious events of those spirit-stirring times, but also in 
the fatigues, the privations, and the sufferings which 
were then the portion of the American soldiery. I was 
actively engaged in the momentous and eventiul battles 
of ine, Ger np and M h; in the 
severe and desperate batile of Short Hills, New Jersey, 
and ia a bloody skirmish with the Indians,on onr way 
from West P to Wyoming, in which Captain Davis, 
of Philadelphia, Lieutenant Jones, and six of our men, 
were shot down and scalped within a few yards of me. 
I was likewise participant in many engagements of less 
im , te which it is to call your at- 
tention. ‘I hout the whole of this pcriod, the toils, 
the dangers, the hardships, we were obliged to en- 
counter and undergo, can be better imagined than de- 
scribed. Often, for days together, | have been without 
food, or obliged to subsist upon mutton just taken from 
the field and killed, and, aller being slightly roasted, 
eaten without bread or salt. After the battle of Cer- 
maatown, | lay on White Marsh Hil's for a length of 
time, with no covering but the Heaven above me, in 
very cold and severe weather; and on the march from 
thence to Valley Forge, so great was the amount of suf- 
fering among us, that the army, in many places, might 
hove bees traced by the blood which had oozed from 
the feet of the soldiers, The night we arrived I lay 
down with my blanket wrapped about me, and my knap- 
sack for a pillow, and in the morning I was covered 
with a foot depth of snow. 1 was ene of a detachment 
of troops that lay at Tappan, when General Arnold was 
discovered to be engaged in traitorous correspondence 
with the British, for the surrender of West Point. We 
were called upon about eight o’clock in the evening, 
after we had lain down in our tents, and marched ail 
night, through a most violent and incessant rain; we ar- 
rived about eight in the morning, in sufficient time to 
forestall the enemy, whose intention was to bave taken 
immediate possession. 

These, fellow-enizens, are some of the services I ren- 
dered, and the trials l underwent, in the memorable Re- 
volutionary struggle.

the 10th of August:—“We learn by a gentleman 
who arrived here from Prairie da Chien, since 
the publication of our last paper, that the trea- 
ty with the Winnebagoes, Potawatamies and Ot- 
tawas, is concluded. The following is the 
boundary of the land ceded by the Winnepagoes 
to the U. States:—From the mouth of Rock 
river, up said river to the mouth of the Pe-ka- 
ton-o-kee, thence up the Pe-ka-ton-o-kee, to 
the mouth of Sugar river, thence up this stream 
to the mouth of ites extreme eastern branch; 
thence up said branch to the place where it is 
intersected by the trace leading from the Blue 
Mound to the Portage of the Ouisconsin and 
Fox rivers; thence with said trace, passing part- 
ly through one of the Four Lakes to Duck creek; 
thence up Duck creek to its source; thence on 
a straight line to the lower extremity of Puck- 
way or Rush lake; thence up said lake, and up 
Fox river to the Portage above mentioned; 
thence across the Portage, down the Ousconsia, 
and down the Mississippi to the mouth of Rock 
river. All the land concluded within the above 
bounds is ceded to the United States, except 
certain reserves, to wit: one section, or 640 
acres to each half-breed of the Winnebago tribe, 
who are named in the treaty; to be located 
hereafter by the United States, on any land 
within the ceded tract, not supposed to contain 
lead ore. The United States, on their part, give 
to the Winnebagoes $20,000, promised at the 
Council at Greenbay last year, in full for rents 
and depredations committed on their do- 
mains up to the present time—-$20,000 as 
presents; and an annuity of $18,000 for 
thirty years; out of which the Winnebagoes 
are to pay $10,000 in part for the expenses 
incurred by the United States in the late Winne- 
bago disturbance; for all thefts and depreda- 
tions heretofore committed; to Madame Gag- 
nier, whose husband was murdered at Prairie 
du Chien in the summer of 1827, an annuity of 
8 for thirty years, and to her child who 
was scalped, one section of land reserved from 
the ceded tract, to be designated by the govern- 
ment of the United States. We understand that 
Mr. Hunt's claim against the Winnebagoes 
amounts to $10,000; Mr. Brishois’ to $7,000; 
Messrs. Lockwoods’ to $8,000; Messrs. Rolet 
tes’ and others unknown. The Potawattamies 
and Ottawas have sold all the ground to which 
they have any claim, on both sides of Rock 
river, including all the land from Rock river to 
Lake Michigan. The Winnebagoes atill retain 
a small tract of country between the Four Lakes, 
the upper waters of Rock river, Winnebago | 
Lake, and Lake Michigan. ‘This tract is sup- 
posed in many places to abound in copper ore. 
The quantity of land purchased of the Pota- 
wattamies is supposed to be about 3,600,000 
acres. Its western boundary being the Missis- 
sippi, extending from the mouth of Rock river 
to the mouth of Ouisconsin, about 200 miles, 
and from the Mississippi to Lake Michigan 120 
miles. And the amount which the Commissioners 
have agreed to give is five mills per acre, annu- 
ally, ducing their existence as a distinct nation. 
The land purchased of the Winnebagoes is about 
8,000,000, bounded on the west and south by 
the aforesaid purchase, east by Rocky and Sugar 
rivers, northby the Ousconsin and Fox rivers; for
